Claims 1-12 and 21-23 are allowed. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
references of record neither reveal nor render obvious use of a low pass profile to 
suppress digital-to-analog converter, hereafter DAC, error in the claimed manner. 

U.S. Patent 6,950,050 to Jordan converts high frequency energy content of DAC 
input pulses into a smoothed response having a substantially lower frequency [abstract]. 
U.S. Patent 6,373,418 to Abbey couples a low pass modulator [518: Fig. 5] to a DAC 
[520]. U.S. Patent 6,344,812 to Takeda et al uses a barrel shifter [5] in a DAC to 
reduce the number of sampling periods required for averaging [col. 6, lines 49-50].
